In order to overcome this rejection, Applicant has amended claim 13 to correct the 
deficiency specifically pointed out by the Examiner, Applicant respectfully submits that the 
claim, as amended, particularly points out and distinctly claims the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention- Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of this 
rejection are respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner states that claims 1-12 are allowed and claims 34-17 would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection under 35 US.C § 1 12, 2 nd Paragraph. 
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Applicant thanks the Examiner for the early indication of allowable subject matter in this 
application. However, claims 14-17 have not been rewritten in independent form at this time, since 
it is believed that independent claim 13 from which these claims depend is allowable,
